FINE DECLARES 
IKE CAPTURED 
SOME DELEGATES 


G overnor John S Fine said here 
Friday afternoon he believed the 
Eisenhower m eeting w ith the P enn­ 
sylvania delegates to the R epublican 
N ational Convention 
won “a few 
delegates to Eisenhower,” but said 
he personally was “not exposed to 
conversion as yet.” 


At the same tim e he added th a t 
he and Eisenhower were closer to 
agreem ent th an they had been on 
the question of foreign policy, which 
he said was the difference between 
him and Eisenhower and him and 
T aft. 
F.ne m ade the statem ents at a 
press conference held in the Hotel 
G ettysburg dining room with about 
IOO new spaperm en and radio rep re­ 
sentatives from throughout the n a ­ 
tion. They hurled questions at the 
Pennsylvania governor as he sat in 
the m iddle of the room. He smiled 
occasionally and som etim es seemed 
angered by the interrogations,

T he governor indicated th a t he 
holds a position som ewhere m id­ 
point between Eisenhower and T aft 
in regards to foreign policy and im ­ 
plied th a t es far as dom estic policy 
was concerned he fe.t he could fol­ 
low the lead of eith er Republican

D ifferences between the 
governor and Eisenhower on foreign 
Fine said, adding th a t “those dif- 
policy are “param ount,” G overnor 
ferences are daily becoming less in 
the thinking between myself and 
G eneral Eisenhower.”
